The In 
cident which Easter day commemor 
ates certifies the creed for if Jesus did 
not rise from the tomb there is noth 
inpr of truth in the creed, nothing o 
truth in the Bible, nothing of truth in 
the Christian faith, lor,false in'one 
point, as in legal testimony, it would 
be false- completely.

Damage Was Slight. 


What might have been the 
most 


disastrous wrepk that ever 
occured 


on this portion of the Northwestern 
road, but what was in fact probably 
one of the luckiest escapes from hea- 
, vy damage, occured at the west end 
of the Chicago & Northwestern pas- 


. senger station platform Sunday morn- 
ing at one o'clock. 
The Dulnth-Su- 


perior "Limited," pulling into the city 
forty minutes late left, the 
tracks, 


twisting the rails, plowing

were only strained and bruised. No- 
body else was injured, though the

throwing off after them the tender 
and three cars. This might have boon 
caused by a defective condition of 
the roadbed or rails or 
from

.breaking of some part of the locomo- 
tive.
